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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-28,1 89 and 1 90 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-28, 189 and 
190 are considered allowable for the reasons given by applicant in the Appeal Brief filed 
8/18/2009. 

3. An appeal conference was held with Kamini Shah and Kakali Chaki to determine if the 
previously pending rejection was sufficient to advance to the board of appeals. It was 
determined that the rejection lacked sufficient motivation to combine the references to qualify 
under USC 103. While the Prior art of record discloses all the aspects of the invention there is 
not sufficient motivation within the references to place the media access controller of claims 1 
and 15 in the known sprinkler control systems of the prior art. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
